The technical title of tho case, Ohio VB.

Pitcher Powell's arrest a teat case for 
tho whole nineteen, aitests. 
In his de- 


cision Judge Oug, speaking of tho Sun- 
day law, says its validity must rest on 
one or two precedents, it must either 
bo unlawful or an offense to play or ex- 
hibit base ball on Sunday because it is 
Sunday, or it must reat in order to bo 
an offense npon tho Jfaot that it is an 
immoral game or exhibition, falling 
clearly within tho police power or 
regulation, and therefore a crime and a 
violation of its provisions punishable 
as therein provided.

His plans are 
for the addition only, which is to be 
built in the rear of the present build- 
ing, and will be about 75 feet by 58 
foot. 
It will compare in siza and style 


with tho old building. 
The rest oE the 


building would need some remodeling 
and 
when finished would seat 270 


pupils. 
Mr. Alger's plans were gener- 


ally approved and a motion was made 
to accept them, but it was finally de- 
cided to postpone the matter until the 
nest meeting. Mr. Alger estimated 
that it would coat SfiOO or §700more to 
build the addition ten feet longer and 
about §1,000 for heating apparatus, 
and other incidentals, changes, etc., 
would probaly knock daylight through 
§15,000. 
Action was postponed until 


the nest meeting to give the members 
time to think over it and henr what the 
tax-payers would think of the outlay.

of tlio Use of .Short Uerry Boxes. 


In some of our neighboring towns a 


number of arrests have been made of 
dealers in berries for violation of the 
law forbidding the sale of berries in 
boxes and requiring that they shall be 
properly measured out to purchasers. 
Dealers generally overlook the fact 
that such a law is in existence. 
The 


fault, however, is not with the re- 
tailer. The quart boxes, holding often 
less than a pint and a half, are used by 
shippers, and the retailer purchasing 
the contents for a quart may be ex- 
pected to sell them the same way. The 
law, however, requires that each quart 
sold shall be properly measured in the 
presence of the purchaser.
